The committee state that the inaugu’al ball 
will be made a prominent feature of the occa- 
sion, and it is expected to surpass anything of 
the kind ever attempted in this country.

THE MISSING PAYMASTER. 
What is Known in Washington of Smyth’s 
‘Movements. 

Wasrnixctox, January 1.—lVaymaster-Gen- 
eral Rochester said to-night, that all infor- 
mation received here concerning the disap 
pearance and alleged defalcation of Major W. 
H. Smyth, paymaster at Savannah, Ga.,: was 
a dispatch irom the clerk at that oflice, which 
came to him yesterday, stating that Major 
Emyth drew $5,500 from the Merchants Na- 
tional bank of Savannah on Monday, and had 
not been te the office since, but had been seen 
on Tuesday with his mustache shaved off, 
riding in a cerriage. on which was a new and 
cheap looking trunk, and that 
it was supposed he had left 
the city by a southern train, and had gone 
to Florida. General . Rochester said that 
Colonel Carey, of the paymaster general’s 
cflice, bas been directed to go to Savannah‘to 
take charge of the oWice and papers there, and 
will leave the city to-night for that purpose. 
Heecaid also that $5,000 was about the amount 
of government funds subjectto Major Smyth’s 
draft in Savannah, but that about $5,000 more 
wes subject to his draft in New York. He did 
pot know whether Major Smyth had drawn 
this Inst mentioned sum or not. Major Smyth 
bas been in the pay department! 
of the army for about two 
years, and until Jast February was stationed 
at Montana, but was transferred at that time 
to Savennah.

Reported, 

Lepixetox, Mich., January 1.—The Flint 
and Pere Marquette steamer No. 1, left Mil- 
waukee last Tuesday night with a number of 
passengers and acargo of flour ard lumber, 
After a heavy passage, the steamer reached 
the pier at Ludington at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning.

“The first free trade club in America was 
organized in Buffalo, after the civil war. The 
meeting was called by leading Buffalo demo- 
crats and a féw free trade republicans. They 
metin the law office of Bissell & Cleveland 
and perfected the organization of a free trade 
club. This, organization ;exists to-day, and 
Grover Cleveland is its president. He was 
elected president at the start and bas®con- 
tinued to be its president ever since.”’ 

KEEPING THR SECRET. 

Mr. Iiurd was asked how the facts were 
kept quiet during the campaign? He replied 
that whei Cleveland became prominent in 
politics, each member in the club was in- 
structed to keep the matter secret, tor fear 
tbat the protectionist prejudice would injure 
his prospects...

MORRISON'S CANDIDACY, 
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Fe Locks Upon Himself as the Next Sena- 
tor From Lllinois, 

Cnicaco, Ills., January 1.—In an interview 
last night, Representative Morrison, of this 
state, said:

United States senator from Illinois, because 
they d@werve to win. I am a candidate for the 
nomination, and if I did not believe that the 
nominee would secure the election I would 
not enter the contest.

1 know that there are two.republican 
members of the legislature who would like to 
me in case I receive the democratic 
nomination. Whether they will give me their 
rotes cr not cannot say. I shall go down to 
Springfield for a few days, and may remain 
in the state capitol until after the assembling 
of the’Jegis!ature.’’

CONCERNING THE CABINET. 
The Chances of McClellan. Hunton, Gar- 
land, Vilasand Pendleton. 

WASHINGTON, January |I.—General. George 
b. MéClejlan bas for some time been quietly 
pressed for a position in the cabinet. Early 
in November, when his name was first men- 
tioned by cabinet gossipers, it was connected 
with the office ot secretary of war. 1t-i¢ now 
known that General McClellan does not de- 
sire that position, but that he would be 
pleased to bave the secretaryship of the 
bavy. As the reorganization of the navy 
and the strengthening of our coast defenses 
sreto be taken up by the next. secretary of 
this department, it is necessary that he should 
possess ,the education and experience _of a 
greatengineer. McClellamis considered one 
of the finest defensive engineers of his time. 
From very good authority here it ‘is known 
that General McClelian has .been seriously 
considered in connection with this office, al- 
though no decision has been made. One of 


ihe embarrassing features in“tonnection with 


it is the indorseftnent by the New Jersey dem- 
cerats of ex-Senator Stockton. McClellan’s 
friends say that this should not stand in the 
way of General McClellan, because the gen- 
eral is more of & national than a state man. 

In the division of the cabinet-olflices it is be- 
lieved that of the two which are to go to the 
ecuth one will be given to the western part of 
this section and one tothe eastern. If the at- 
torney-generalship goes to Garland it is be- 
lieved the postmaster-generalship will be giv- 
en to the eastern section. General Ere Hun- 
ton, of Virginia, is developing a good deal of 
support for the last named office. Hunton 
was # general in the confederate. army. Ile 
has served for a number of yearsin the house 
and was a member of the electoral commiss- 
ion. Hes engeged in the practice of law in 
ihis city, although he retains his residence in 
Nirginia. When in congress he was chair- 
man of the house investigaling committee, 
which brought out the episode of the Mulligan 
letters. 

The west has had for a Jong time at least 
three’ of the cabinet places. Under the next 
administration, the south being répresented, 
ihe west reduces its claim to two places. The 
west will especially insiet upon having the in- 
terior department. There is a movement 
among Illinois democrats to press Congress- 
man Springer for this place. Ip case Vilas, of 
Wisconsin, does. pot go into the cabinet the 
Illinois democrats think that their state 
should be recognized.. They believe that 
with a little help Illinois weuld become 
a democratic state. The'democrats there 
without any help in the last campaign suc- 
ceeded in tieing the Be, sgh and by 80 do- 
ing defeated General Logan for re-election. 
They think, therefore, that this work entitles 
them to consideration. ‘The question ol 
whether Ohio is to be.reeognized or not 1s one 
that mnterests the western men very much. 
The McLean influence, which is opposed to 
anv cabinet selection from that state, 1s not 
copsidered here one of very great weight.

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AN AGED WIDOW’ ELOPES 


And Her Young Husband GetsiAwaw With 
#10,000 of Her Money.

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3 THE MILITIA BILL. 

Nearly a year ago the house committee on 
militia reported two bills, which have since 
been the subject of more petitions than any 
other two bills before the present congress, 
One of these bills auihorives the secretary of 
war, upon application of a governor ofa 
state, to detail an ofticer ebove the rank of 
first lieutenant, to act as instructor in tactics. 
The other bill increases the annual appropri- 
tion of the militia from $200,000, as. it was 
hxed by law in 1888, to $600,000. The latter 
is known as the Strait bill, and is very similar 
to ibe bill passed by the senate. Neither of 
the house bills bas been taken up, and if 
either js considered by the honseit is thought 
the Slocum bill will then be put in its place. 
The Slocum bill enlarges the annua! eppro- 
priation for arms and equipments from#$200, - 
000 to $600,000, and it contains besides a 
number of important provisions of detail.

SOUTHERN COTTON MILLS. 

It ix gratifying to be informed by the best 
authority, that the building of cotton mills 
inthe south bas not been stopped by the 
general depression. The year will showa 
considerable increase in both spindles and 
looms in the south. Twenty new cotton 
manufacturing companies were organized in 
the first four months of the past year, and 
since then northern capitalists have been 
looking for opportunities to put money in 
southern mills. These men, says the Wnitec| 
States Economist, “do not ‘propose to build 
and manage a mill themselves, nor do they 
desire to hold a majoriry of steck in any of 
the mills in which they inyest. Their idea 
is that the putting of money into new, well- 
built southern cotton mills will prove avout 
the best and safest investment that can be 
made, They prefer toinvest from $150,000 
to $700,000 in mills to cost from $10,000 to 
$1,500,000, according to size, the remainder to 
be raised in the vicinity of the*townz in which 
the millis to be locatéd, and the . manage. 
ment to be in the hands of home men, know- 
ing thatin protecting and building up their 
own property, they will necessarily, be caring 
for such northern investments.” Such a

A VERY interesting suit is in progress in a New 
York court. A young lady ate some canned toma- 
tocs and became sick. She began suit against the 
firm manufacturing the tomatoes, alleging that 
her health bad been permanently injured, and 
claiming $50,000 damages. She charged in hercom- 
plaint that the firm in _soldering the can 
hed uecd muriate of zinc flux, and that 
the fux falling into the tomatoes had injured 
them. The defendants demurre’. They urged 
that no fraudulent or deeeitiu! intention on their 
part was alloged or shown in the complajnt, and 
also raised sevyeralother questions of law. The 
court overruled the demurrer. 
given are of such general application that the 
public cannot fail to be interested in them. 
The court said: ‘‘The gravamen of this cause 
of action is negligence on the partof the defend- 
aztin the preparation and sale of an article o! 
food whereby the plaintiff was injured in health. 
The immediate negligent act was the putting upon 
a can of poisoned tomatoes a label indicating tgat 
they were of wholesome‘quality. To make the 
defendants liable it is not necessary to show that 
they knew the tematoes were poisonous; it would 
be sufficient to prove the facts from which it 
might be reasonably inferred that they ought to 
have known it. The complaint alleges that the 
defendants are engaged in the business of putting 
up and preparing for market canned tomatoes. 
The allegation is that the defendants prepared the 
tomatoes, labelled them as of a superior quality 
and sold them as wholesome and healthful fruit. 
It is the label that induced the pnrchaser to buy 
end the plaintiff to eat them, and the label was 
put on negligently and unlawfully. The allega- 
tion is suflicient to charge the defendants with a 
failure to perform their duty. I thiak the com- 
plaint contains one good cause of action—that is, 
for negligently labeling acan of poisoned fruif'ns 
a wholesome articie of food, and, so labeled, sell- 
ing itas such in themarket. Any person suffering 
special injury or damage by reason of that negli- 
gentact hasa rightof action. The demurrer is 
overruled with costs.”” The defendants will ap- 
peal, but if the plaintiff can prove her allegations 
she will doubtless recover heayy damages. A few 
such damage snits would do much in the way of 
solyjiag theadulterated food problem.

An Old Associate who Does Not Credit the’ 


.  Stery That He is Ali 

Pittsburg, Pa., Correspondence New * 

Manager John Elisler, of the Pit 
house, probably knew Booth as well 
now living: He was not only intimately associated 
with him in ‘theatrical affairs, but was also bis 
partner in oii speculations. ' 
“Such stories that John Wilkes Booth is alive, 
in the person of the Rey. Mr; Armstrong, of At- 
lanta, are ridiculous,’ he said to your correspon: 
dent. ‘John Wilkesis ashes: There is no ques- 
tion as to hisdeath, He'was a man easily recoz- 
nized, and his family would not have admitted 
his death if it had not been that they had entirely 
identified him.” 

“How tall was Booth?’ 
“About five feet eight or eight and a halt 
inches.” Here are dozens of letters from Booth’’’ 
continued Mr; Elisler, opening several packages 
of papers. ‘hey are in regard to our Oil trans. 
actions. We operated on the bank of the AUlezhe. 
UY Tiver, opposite Franklin, and Booth was there 
& great deal. Ip 1864 he wrote to me to come to 
Franklin, and I joined him in July. We were 
there until he left to fill his engagements in Sep- 
tem ber. Ihave always had one theory in regard 
to Booth 8 action. He knew Lincoln well, and 
always spoke kindly of him: Time and time 
again I have heard him allude to Mr. Linvoln as 
Uncle Abe.’ They irequently met and had con- 
versations. Booth was a man whose word was his 
bond. He would sacrifice everything and £0 
through lire and blood to keep a pledge. I have 
always thought,that he took to drinking, and 
whilein his cups joined some society or went 
into some plot, that lots were cast to decide who 
would Carry out the plans, and that Booth 
was the man to whose hand fell the assassi- 
nation of President Lincoln.
